THE ACADAMY STANDING 


The youthful president of the University of Chicago 
recently gathered speeches he has made, during the last 
five yars concerning the furtherance of education and the 
constant demands for definitions of the ultimate purposes 
of every university activity, and printed them in book form. 
This question of the organization of a university has long 
been a prominent academic crisis, and the recent “new 
plan” of Chicago’s has opened up new prospects of argu- 
ments, which the author discussed quite openly. 

He contends that a university is a collection of scholars 
doing scientific work, and that a college is also an instit- 
ution for .the general education of the students. Such 
distinctions should be clear and distinct, but not according 
to this “new plan” which so directly affected his institution. 
Students are jumbled and mixed to the extent that these 

roups are fearful and too respective of each other. 
i To cut out these distinctive groups by elimination of 
one or the other would seriously cut the attendance of the 
institutions. President Hutchins would do away with all 
vocational training; that is, technical instruction. : 

Why should students dig into essential facts, because 
they are particularly interested in something sal requires 
‘the study of subjects, and yet has no practical application? 
Yet they are required to do so because they will get the 
degree which will get them a job. Of course, it is known that 
students many times lack the reasoning to get the inside of 
the data upon which they work; yet the universities them- 
selves encourage such minds by the standards they set up. 

How will we stand five, ten years from now? Will we too 
become obsessed of tradition?
